New York T-13* who is in a position to furnish 
information concerning the subject, advised on 
May 6, 1951* that Julian Mayfield signed an appeal urging 
individuals of the theatre to meet on March 5* 1951* to 
c£bermine how they could best effect the freedom of Willie 
McGee. 

Willie McGee, a Negro male of Laurel, 

Mississippi, was convicted for the crime of 
rape and was later executed. 

New York T-14, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised in 1951* that 
various CP front organizations were active in 
the attempt to appeal and protect Willie McGee's 
conviction. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The "Daily Worker" edition of February 9* 1953* 
on page 6, column 2, under the heading, "What 1 s Ofi"contained 
information to the effect that Julian Mayfield was to 
direct the play, "The Big Deal," for "fund raising." The 
term "fund raising" was not further identified or described. 

Records of the Bureau of Special Services,

Union Secretary of the New York State CP and was 
recently convicted for violation of the Smith Act 
of 19^0. Charney stated he was the only candidate 
of the People's Rights Party during the election. 

New York T-15# who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on May 29# 1957# 
that George Blake Charney is Executive Secretary 
of the New York State CP. 

The "Daily Worker" edition of May 29# 1953# on 
page 7# column 1, contained an article which stated that 
Julian Mayfield was a speaker at a rally called in the 
defense of V.J. Jerome. 

Victor Jeremy Jerome was one of the CP 
leaders convicted in United States District Court, 
Southern District of New York, on January 21, 

1953# for violation of the Smith Act of 19^0. 

He was subsequently incarcerated in Federal 
Penitentiary, Lewisburg, Pennsylvania. He was 
released from prison on May 17# 1957# on conditional 
release, to June 28, 1957# at which time his sen- 
tence for violation of the Smith Act of 19^0, was 
completed.

Speaking on behalf of himself and his organization, MARI BRAS 
stated that the MPIPR does not currently advocate violence as a 
method of obtaining Puerto R±c.o f s independence only because he 
feels violence would be ineffective against the force of the 
United States Government * MARI BRAS believes in the right of 
a people, specifically the Puerto Rican people, to use violence 
to obtain their freedom if and when the circumstances are such 
that they could possibly be successful in their effort® 

MARI BRAS stated this same philosophy when he was interviewed 
by Special Agents of the FBI in March, 1944# subsequent to 
the NATIONALIST PARTY OF PUERTO RICO (NPPR) shooting in the 
United States Congress, MARI BRAS feels great pride and 
admiration for those Nationalists who have given their lives 
for their country.
